SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer printout Laptop HHD\D\LostFiles\Support\D13.JPG is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The publication promotes and supports the exploitation of children for sexual purposes. 
The computer printout is a photographic record of the sexual exploitation of children. 
The image shows two naked pre-pubertal boys engaged in sexual activity with each 
other. The boys are naked and positioned so that genital sexual acts are the focus. 

The purpose of the image is the sexual stimulation of adults. The image encourages 
and validates adult sexual interest in children, and strengthens the idea that children 
may be exploited for adult sexual use and gratification. 

A classification of "objectionable" places a limit on the right to the freedom of 
expression as set out in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, in 
relation to this publication, the classification is considered to be a reasonable limit 
prescribed by law that can be demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society. 
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
